Exeter, Sept. 19.—Col. Rufus N. EI- 


well ot' Exeter, who was a candidate 
for the republican nomination in the 
first 
congressional 
district, 
-when 


asked how he felc about the outcome 
of the ponvention, replied: 
"Feel! I feel disgusted, 
as must 


every decent man who knows of the 
result and of the trading and trickerey 
which 'brought it about." 


''Then yon did not approve of the 


nomination by acclamation?" he was 
asked. 


"No, indeed I did not. Why should 


I? Mr. Sulloway did not have voles 
enough to entitle him to it." 


"Would you be willing to say some- 


thing for publication?" 


"Yes, glad to," was the response. 


"First. I wish to say that my support- 
ers were loyal, true and faithful, and 
have my heartfelt thanks. Now in re- 
gard to the convention ,and perhaps 
what preceded it, and was connected 
with it, I will say that the campaign 
has been one of bluff and bluster, and 
that, although Mr. Sulloway had a 
large number of votes, at no time has 
he had a majority, and a ballot would 
have shown it. I think hie managers 
knew it and therefore made the stren- 
uous efforts they did to g&t some one 
to withdraw. A proposition was in 
part submitted to me by a Sulloway 
manager, but so promptly and em- 
phatically was it checked as to pro- 
hibit any further attempts. 


"If you remember the convention ot 


two years ago, or if you will read the 
papers of that time telling of caucus 
results trorn day to day and making 
estimates the night before the con- 
vention, you will remember, or find, 
that everytning in sight was claimed 
for Greene, and his nomination on the 
first ballot was quite generally expect- 
ed. I stated that he was near it, but 
did not have enough. The ante-con- 
vention newspaper prophecy placed 
me No. 3 la the race. The convention 
was opened and the ballots counted, 
and Greene was not nominated, while, 
to the surprise of many, I was found 
safely in second place by a good unar- 
gin, and I went by bounds to first 
place, and had the 
battle won, my 


nomination on the next ballot being 
a certainty, when the 
victory was 


stolen for Sulloway by the connivance 
of a very few men, and against the 
wishes of the delegates. 


"This- time a ballot in the conven- 


tion would have demonstrated that no 
one had a majority, and my own vote 
would have been just as much of a 
surprise a® it was two years 
While I had lost in some placi 
gained more in others. The 
of my strength, as given out 
loway's people, was half, or les 
half, what I had. There was not a 
ty in which I was without votes, 
loway's strength would have broken* 
ter one ballot, and his defeat -would 
have become certain. The withdraw- 
ing of Greene's name without a mo- 
ment's notice was all that saved Sul- 
loway." 


"Then! you had 
no notice that 


Greene's name was to be withdrawn?" 
was saked. 


"No! Greene maintained to the last 


that under no circumstances woxild his 
naune be withdrawn, ami told me so 
after the delegates bad begun to go to 
the hall. It was a complete surprise 
me and to Mr. Eastman, who handled 
the situation as seemed to him best on 
the impulse of the moment. Had I 
been in the hall, we should have had 
a 'ballot just the same, but the judg- 
ment of Mr. Eastman was otherwise, 
and perhaps cooler than my own. 


"I have not yet determined wheth- 


er Mr. Greene was a party to the trade 
or a victim of it. One thing is cer- 
tain and that Is- that a very small 
number of men, had 
quietly 
fixed 


things up among themselves so as to 
defeat the- purpose of the convention, 
defraud the candidates and disgust 
and dishearten the delegates who had 
spont both time and money to attend 
the convention and register their votes 
for the man of their choice. This has 
boon done now repeatedly, and by a 
small numhor of professiona political 
schemers and traders, 


"If tho republican party does not 


shake off the grip of those tricksters 
(he people -will rebel and the party 
will go to destruction."

The box trick is as clever as well 


-'known and as ohl as ar.y. A hc-avy, 
.brass bound chest is exhibited. An as- 
sistant is placed in a kirs;e canvas bag, 
iht> mouth of which Is securely fas- 
lened, and the bag is placed in the 
chest, which is locked and ropc-d. 


The box is concealed for a few sec- j 


•mds, and when it is revealed the occu-1 
pant is fitting upon it, the closed and j 
•-eiiled batr beside him. The cords and jt 
beaii 0:1 t'ie box arc- intact. 
! 


This astonishing feat is accomplished 


thus: The occupant of the bag has in-1 
serted a ••wooden plug in the mouth 
while the tying is being done. \Vben 
the chest is locked, he pulls it out, slips 
out his hand, pulls off the cords, gets 
out and replaces the cords over the top 
of the sack. 


By the time the chest is roped he is 


free. The chest has a secret opening, 
usually at the end, and while it i» hid- 
den he crawls out. 
A slim man is 


usually employed to do the trick. 


The vanity fair trick is one of the 


•most baffling in the repertory of the 
black art A woman stands before a 
large mirror about ten feet high nnd 
placed in a heavy frame. About three 
feet from the floor is a small shelf 
iplaced against the mirror, the bottom 
of which is about eighteen inches from 
the floor. The glass having been duly 
inspected, the young woman mourns 
the shelf. She then turns to arrange 
her hair by the mirror. She is asked to 
face the audience, but again and again 
turns her back, hence the name of the 
trick. * 


Finally, losing patience, the perform- 


er thrusts a small screen in front of 
her, fires a pistol at the spot where 
she was standing, snatches away the 
screen, and she has vanished. 


The top, bottom and sides of the mir- 


ror have been in view all the time and 
only the center has been hidden for u 
1'ew seconds. 


The secret lies in the fact that the 


lower part of the mirror is made 
double, the bottom of the upper part 
being concealed by a second sheet of 
silvered glass placed in front of it. 


The shelf fits against the line of 


junction, and enables the mirror to be 
examined by the audience. As .soon as 
tho screen IB placed the mirror slides 
i']i about a foot into the top of the 
frame. The bottom of this mirror la 
cut away In tho middle, leaving a hole 
iiiwut eighteen inches square, which 
was previoufaly concealed from view 
by the double glabs at the base. 


Through this hole the lady instantly 


blips, and escnpc.s by a board which 
has been pushed forward from behind 
ihe scenes while the vanity fair by- 
play wan going ou.

Clear To Gran! Demands. 


Boston, Sept. 19.—This city is on 


the verge of a strike which will ser- 
iously cripple building operations in 
tne city and throughout New England. 
The electrical workers to the number 
of 500 are out on a strike. It is feared 
that their action, will bring about a 
sympathetic srike of the allied trades 
in which case '"inside work" on the 
buildings now in process of construc- 
tion would be greatly retarded if not 
suspended. 


The present 
strike has delayed 


work to some extent. The electrical 
contractors have filled about 50 per 
cent of the places made vacant by the 
strike. 


Twice the contractors have offered 


to arbitrate the differences witih their 


men, 
the second letter to that effect 


going out yesterday. They declare 
they will not 
discharge 
non-union 


men who have served them faithfully. 


Picketing and threats have char- 


acterized the strike. Two main points 
of differences between contractors and 
employes are the immediate reduc- 
tion of the working day from .nine 
to eight hours without a reduction of 
pay and the employment of only un- 
ion men. Besides the strikers wish to 
have a board of five members, two 
representing the contractors and two 
the workers, the fifth being chosen 
by these four, 
to 
determine 
what 


wages they are to receive and what 
kind of work every man is to do and 
that the number of helpers per man 
be limited by the union. 


To the reduction of hours the con- 


tractors are willing to agree. When 
the proposal was 
made to them, 


they replied that they would grant 
-he reduction, which was to go into 
>peration Jan. 1. when new contracts 
.vould be made upon the S-hour basis 
The labor union, local 103, insisted 
•hat the change should be made on 
-Vugust 25. As the contractors would 
aot submit to this, the strike was or- 
iered. 


They regard the strikers' demand

PNEUMATIC FIRE LADDERS. 


New Method Of Raising Apparatus 


Adopted At Pittsburg. 


The pneumatic fire fighting tower 


is the latest addition to the 
equij>- 


meirt of the Pittsburg fire department. 
The apparatus consists of four ladders, 
each mounted on a tube. The car- 
riage is also provided with a tank con 
taining an acid fire extinguisher, a 
small ones ahout 200 feet long and a. 
large hose about the same length, as 
well as axes, lanterns, crowbars and 
a stand pipe, to which can be attached 
three sets of hose. But the extension 
of the ladders is the novelty in this 
mechanical creation. 
The four ladders are attached to 


steel tubes, which telescope into each 
other. These are mounted on a steel 
tank, which contains the air. The 
pressure carried is 200 pounds, and is 
supplied at the engine house. 
The 


ladders can be raised and lowered 
with fifty pounds of air. and are equal 
to about six lifts before the pressure 
has to -he replenished. To do this th0 
machine has to be taken back to the 
engine house. But it is supposed that 
it will only be -necessary to raise the 
ladders once or twice at each fire. The 
whole is mounted on steel trucks. 


"When the ladders are to be raised 


the stand pipe is erected by pneumatic 
pressure. In front of the large a;r 
tank is a small air tank which con- 
tains a piston. The piston rod from 
this air tank .is connected with the 
ladders, and as a valve is opened the 
ladders begin to rise by the plunger 
forcing th« tubes with the ladders up- 
right from the inclined position. The 
lift is supplemented by chains on the 
end of the ladders, which pull while 
the ends of the ladders are down. Af- 
ter the stand pipe is upright a firemaa 
climbs up to the top of the first eleva- 
tion, which 5s stationary after it 
is 


erected, and supports the tubes on the 
inside. By opening a valve the 
air 


pressure is admitted under the first 
tube and it is raised to its full length, 
20 feet A second valve permits the 
raising of the second joint of the tub- 
ing, and the third the same, there be- 
ing a separate valve for each section. 


It is tie custom to fasten a <man to 


the top section 
before It is hoisted. 


He can, take a line of hose, hook it to 
the ladder and have it raised 
with 


him. With other extension ladders 
hose has to be carried up by hand. 
Thie ladder standing in the air will 
permit a fireman to play water into a 
window without having to have his 
ladder against the building, eo that 
the flames shooting from a window 
will not scorch the firemen. In Ger- 
many there are aerial trucks carrying 
ladders that can be raised 150 
foot 


high. They consist of additional tol- 
escope tubes. These tubes arc pol- 
ished and are greased as they aro 
raised and 
lowered 
by 
automatic 


means, and jut ranch as 1hf piungfr 
or pis-ton in the air pump. There Is no 
limit to th(-> strength of thu ladders, 
as the> will hold au many men as can 
be p4aoe<l on the rungs.—New York 
Tribune.

RAILROADING IN MEXICO. 


Stupidity Of Peons And Local Reg- 


ulations Very Exasperating. 


"Railroading in Mexico has its pe- 


culiar perils to the peons," said a re- 
turned civil engineer of a construction 
company which operates in the south- 
ern republic. "You know a peon will 
stand at the loot of a hill and watch 
a detached bowlder coming straight 
toward him and not stir until it has 
nil him, killing him or breaking a leg 
or two. His brain seems to have no 
gray matter. It requires five to six 
peons to lift a rock that could easily 
be moved by one Anglo-Saxon, and 
their 
peak-crowned 
and 
broad 


brimmed hats bump together as they 
&tram and heave-ho. After it is lifted 
hey all shout ia their lingo, "Don't 
et go:' If one lets go then they al". 
ell and drop the stone, and it hits 
bout five of the men's feet, as a rule. 
\s they wcrk barefooted, the results 
re distressing. 
-When railroads 
were 
first 
put 


hrough Mexican territory the curios- 
ty of the peons was immeasurable. 
They gathered day or nisit along the 
rack and became a pest and a nui- 
ance because they were so ignorant 
if the ways of the locomotives that 
hey often got recklessly on the track 
ind were maimed or 
killed. 
That 


ort of accident is a different matter 
n. Mexico from 
what 
it is in 
the 


tates. owing to the difference in the 
aws B Ithe Mexican law, if a person 
s mamed or killed he must await the 
ction of the judge of the first in- 
tance, who may be, and usually-is, 
miles distant from the-scene of the 
ccident. Until the judge -arrives no 
>ne must, under penalty of imprison- 
ment, touch the body, and a mained

Known a locomotive engineer to be in 
a Mexican jail for two .months on a 
charge of running over a native.

Of 
course, something had to be done to 
avoid punishment in the event of run- 
ling over a peon and the railway 
brotherhood took matters into their 
own hands.

>orts reached the towns from time to 
ime of the mysterious disappearance 
of a peon bere and there along the 
ine of railway, but nothing was ever 
seen of their bodies. It was as much 
of a mystery to me as any one until I 
solved it one dark night.

PORTSMOUTH BOY HONORED. 


Judge Edward C. Stimson, the demo- 


cratic nominee for governor of 
Co"»- 


orado. is a former Boston boy and be- 
longs to one of the old families of 
Massachusetts, his ancestors having 
been among the earliest settlers in 
that section of the country. 


In 1883 he was admitted to the bar 


at Boston after a course at the Boston 
University law school, having some 
time previously graduated from Dart- 
mouth college- He removed to Den- 
ver in September of the same year. 
He practiced law 
there for three 


years, when be went to Aspen and 
thence to Cripple Creek. 


Judge Stimson. as a member of 


Dartmouth's team at Saratoga in "76. 
won the international collegiate mile 
and three-mile races. Again at Aspen 
he made a great race in a lamous run 
of the Cowenhoven Hose company, 
when it played a stream on a blaze in 
32 2-3 seconds, after a run of 550 feet, 
laying 150 feet of hose. Mr. Stimson 
is forty-seven years of age. He stands 
a feet, 7H inches in his stocking feet 
and tips the scales at 190 pounds. 


As Colorado has a plurality of about 


30,000 democratic votes, the election 
of Judge Stimson is assured.—Boston 
Journal. 


Judge Stimson was born in Provi- 


dence, R. I., and when an infant came 
to Portsmouth with his parents, wihere 
he received his early education in 
the public schools, and at one time 
taught school. His father was the late 
Charles W. Stimson, for many years 
a resident at Freeman's Point; he is 
a brother of Albert G. Stimson of this 
city, and Andrew J. Stimson of lottery 
is his. uncle.

HOW TO USE COKE. 


For use in ranges a coke fire is built 


the same as for coal. A moderate 
amount of coke should 'be put on be- 
fore lighting the wood. If the first lot 
of coke put on is dry the second lot 
put on should be siightly moistened, 
as it will then give a steadier heat and 
last longer. 


To keep a coke fire over night the 


ashes should be allowed 
to collect 


about two inches deep over the grate. 
The fire box should then be 
wel". 


filled, with fine damp coke, 
and in 


about two minutes the drafts should 
be closed. It is net a good idea to rake 
the fire much.

FRUITS AND FLOWERS. 


In planting the orchard care shoulfi 


be taken to allow each tree plenty of 
room. 


A layer of charcoal in the bottom of a 


flower bed is very beneficial in keep- 
ing the soil fresh. 


In plowing in the orchard always 


turn the furrow toward the tree, and 
be careful not to injure the fine, fibrous 
roots. 


The life of an apple tree is often 


shortened because it grows in a poor, 
exhausted soil or one not properly 
drained. 


When ill or ailing, handle the flowers 


little or wear gloves. Delicate plants 
are sensitive to human magnetism, 
good or bad. 


The roots of the strawberry often 


reach out five feet from the main 
stem; hence the plants should not be 
set too thickly. 


An apple or cherry tree is much 


more valuable if it shoots out low. 
Trim -from the top, as this will cause 
the lower branches to grow out. 


Land that has been too rough for 


plowing may yet be sufficiently fertile 
to grow fruit trees and is hotter than 
laud that has been exhausted by crop- 
ping.
